Public Sentiment Bitter Against the 
Perpetrators and Prosecutions 
Sure to Follow. |

MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., “May 21.—A 
later visit to the scene of the horrible mob 
tragedy which took place near here 
Wednesday morning resulted in much ad- 
ditional information being gleaned by your 
. representative. But little effectual work 
was accomplished by the Coroner’s jury, 
that body not being impaneled until a late 
hour, and then only two witnesses—the 
murdered man’s wife and brother—being 
examined. No verdict has been announced 
" and the general public begin to feel that 
there is a “nigger in the woodpile.’’ 
Notwithstanding this drawback, your rep- 
resentative has discovered that the affair 
is the result of a plan which was concocted 
some time ago by what is termed the 
“Creek gang,’’ an element that doesn’t bear 
the best of reputation for peacefulness, but 
who, however, are otherwise law-abiding. 
It appears that the Mitchells have been 
appropriating property which did not be- 
long to them and that certain families in

the neighborhood had been robbed to such 
an extent that they were easily led into a 
conspiracy to do the parties bodily harm. 
And while certain points have been fer- 
reted out which seem to prove that the 
mob did not anticipate going to the extent 
to which they. did, yet when they reached 
the home of Mitchell it is evident that they 
were wrought up to such a pitch of excite- 
ment and fury that they at once began 
their dastardly work. 

It has now leaked out that the mob con- 
Sisted of some of the leading farmers of the 
communtty, and from the present status 
of affairs, it is quite likely that ere many 
days there will be at least ten or a dozen 
arrests made. In some instances clues have 
been worked up which undoubtedly impli- 
cate certain-well-known people whose ar- 
rest is sure to create the greatest sensa- 
tion. 

Mitchell has owned and lived on the farm 
where he was killed for the past twelve 
years, and while there is much in sight for 
their sustenance after crops begin to come 
in, yet the family at present appears to be 
in the most abject circumstances, and one 
can scarcely conceive of the possibility of a 
human being subsisting on what is in sight 
at the Mitchell house, the only thing now 
left for his widow and children. 

Public sentiment is strongly against the 
mob, and everything within the power of 
the law is going to be done in order to wipe 


this foul blot from South Missouri's charac- 
ter.

General Assembly Receives the Report 
on the New York Building 
and Will Not Sell. 


WARSAW, Ind., May 21.—The General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, in 
session at Winona, settled down to busi- 
ness in earnest this morning. The reports 
of the Boards of Home and Foreign Mis- 
sions, Education, Publication and Sabbath 
School Work, Ministerial Relief, Freedmen, 
Aid for Colleges and Academies, and Tem- 
perance were referred to committees. It 
seems to be the general understanding that, 
for the first time in many years, -there 
will be no controversial questions before 
the Assemlby. There has been considerable 
talk concerning a possible revival of the 
cases of Drs. Briggs: and Smith, and it is 
known that many of the commissioners, 
both divines and laymen, are favorable to 
théir readmission and re-establishment in 
the church. Nobody can be found, how- 
ever, who is willing to take the responsibil- 


ity of precipitating the matter upon the 
Assembly, and it is certain that any at- 
tempt to do so would be defeated by an 
overwhelming vote. 

Three years ago the denomination erected 
& great mission building. in New York, 
which by reason of the difficulty in obtain- 
ing tenants, has since been a heavy load on 
its hands. Last year a committee was ap: 
emg to consider what disposition should 
e made of the structure. Its membership 
included former President Harrison, Jus- 
tice Harlan of the Supreme Court and for- 
mer Gov. Beaver of Pennsylvania. The com- 
mittee reported, recommending that the 
properties be left in the hands of the Boards 
of Home and Foreign Missions as agents 
of the church. 

Phe Assembly will also be asked to con- 
sider the advisability of introducing in all 
the Synods of the church what is known as 
the Indiana Mission plan, originated in th's 
city fivewears ago and since adopted by Illi- 
nois and Ohio. Under this system the States 
take care of their own mission work inde- 
pendent of the national treasury. 

The Assembly to-day was opened with de- 
votional exercises by Rev. A. Forbes Irwin 
of Hutchinson, Kas. 

Before taking up the docket, a gavel was 
re to Moderator Jackson by ex-Pres- 
dent =e aang Harrison, on behalf of the 
Presbyterians of Indiana. The donor spoke 
at length upon the symbolism of the woods 
used in its construction, and the Moderator 
replied in a few appropriate words. 


BILLY MASON SNUBBED.

THE FIRST DEGREE. 


Annals Where a Woman Was Found 
Guilty of Deliberate Murder, 


For the first time in the history of Mis- 
souri a woman has been found guilty of 
murder in the. first degree, and will be sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 

At 11:30 a. m. the jury In Judge Zachritz’ 
Court, being out since 9 p. m. Thursday, 
filed into the big court room, end the fore- 
man, Frederiak George, hanied to Clerk 
Adam Doerr the verdict in the case of the 
State against Pearl Waters, charged with 
murder in the first degree. Her victim was 
Lillian Waddell. Both are colored. 
As the clerk opened the document handed 
to him by the foremar, he was shocked be- 
yond speech. 
He stared at the words, written in a bold 
hand, for a few seconds and then turned 
and handed the paper to Judge Zachritz. 
The Judge read the verdict to Himself, but 
no sign of emotion passed over his face. 
He passed it back to Clerk Doerr, saying, 
“Read it.’ 


The defendant sat motionless, never tak- 
ing her eyes from the clerk. 
“We, the jury, in the case of the State 


vs. Pearl Waters, charged. with murder in 
the first degree, find the defendant guilty as 
poarees,” and there the clerk's voice failed 
Pearl waters sat as if dazed. Fora mo- 
ment there was not a sound in the court 
room. Then, of a sudden, the woman gave 
an awful shriek, leaped from her chair and 
fell over the clerk’s railing. 
She had not fainted. She got to her feet 
again, and raising her hands high over her 
head and looking to the ceiling, shrieked 
like a mad woman: 
“My God; oh, God; save me, save my 
soul!”’ she cried. 
Deputy Sheriffs Becker and Ruler led her 
to the prisoners’ cage, but that did not quiet 
her, and Deputy Sheriff Pierson took her 
by the arm and led her out of the court 
room. 
In ey out the woman quieted a little= 
but In the big corridor she burst out again, 
and all of the courts were interrupted. 
Pierson had to half carry her down the 
steps. All the time she kept up the moan- 
ing and shrieking, sometimes dismal and 
now, and then high and wild. 
While standing at the landing in front of 
the jail, waiting for the door to open, she 
fainted and had to be carried to her cell, 
where she was revived with cold water. She 
then calmed down, but cried continually. 
When the court room was quiet Clerk 
Doerr polled the jury and found that 
each had voted for the extreme penalty. 
The members of the jury were: 
Frederick George, Henry J. Heime, Her- 
man C, Hahmeyer, David H. Nation, Al- 
bert H. T. Smith, Frederick Thielke, James 
W. Frick, Gustav Weinman, Herman R. 
Withey, William R. Brinton, John H. Cur- 
rie, Henry J. Drees. , 
Pearl Waters was defended by Attorneys 
Staubus, Henderson and Mauer. The State 
was represented by Circuit Attorney Eg- 
gers. 
Judge Zachritz says he will give the at- 
torneys for the defense a few days to file 
motions before pronouncing sentence upon 
the woman. 
It is the opinion of most of the Four 
Courts attorneys that the verdict will be al- 
lowed to stand and that the sentence of 
death will be pronounced. 
The attorneys for the defense would not 
talk of the case. 
The crime of which Pearl Waters was 
ae guilty was the murder of Lilllan Wad- 
el. , 
The night of February 1, 1897, the women 
met at Twelfth and Morgan streets and 
Lillian Waddeil demanded of Pearl Waters 
10 cents which she said was due her. 
They quarreled, and the Waddell woman 
called Pearl vile names. Pearl went home, 
and in a few minutes returned with a 
large jack-knife. When the quarrel was re- 
sumed, she plunged the blade of'the knife 
into Lillian Waddell’s heart.

HE VOTED AGAINST BRYAN. 


Democrats of the State Will Look 
Upon His Re-Election as Re- 
ward of Treachery.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 20.—The 
authoritative announcement that the Su- 
preme Court Judges have decided to post- 
pone until about the middle of June the 
election of the officials of the State Su- 
preme Court has not abated the keen in- 
terest in those appointments. They are 
the chief subject of local gossip and friends 
of the candidates are working with re- 
doubled ardor. 

The sharpest contest is that for Reporter 
of the Court. For “fourteen years. this 
office has been held by F. M. Brown, a law- 
yer of this city. When he was elected to 
the position Mr. Brown was a Democrat. He 
is a Democrat no longer. He went off with 
the bolters last year and he and his partner, 
Mr. Silver, to whom he pays $600 a year as 
his clerk, were among the most outspoken 
goldbugs in this community. He claims to 
have voted for Stephens for Governor, but 
he voted for McKinley or Palmer for Presi- 
dent and he refused to vote for Bland for 
Congress or for the Democratic candidates 
for State Senator and the Legislature for 
the same reason that he refused to vote for 
Bryan for President. : 
There is a strong feeling among Demo- 
crats that when the Democrats have a ma- 
jority on the.Supreme Bench the position 
of Reporter should be given to a Democrat. 
This office is one of the most desirable in 
the State. It pays $3,000 per annum and in 
addition the Reporter has an allowance of 
$1,200 per annum for clerk hire. The work 
is not arduous, the vacation is long and 
the experience which a fawyer obtains while 
doing the work of the office is of great 
value to him in his subsequent practice. 

In his candidacy fer reappointment Mr.

The Row Will Be Investigated 
Light Thrown on the 
Speaker’s Rulings.

SPRINGFIELD, IL, May 21.—Speaker 
Curtis was in imminent danger late Thurs- 
day afternoon of being dragged from the 
chair by Democratic members who worked 
themselves into a fury at the Speaker's ar- 
bitrary and desperate actiqgns. The Demo- 
crats were led by Novak, and for a time it 
looked like a personal encounter would be 
inevitable. An ink-well hurled at the Speak- 
er’s head flew wide of its mark, and struck 
Representative Meany in the face. The 
scene was simply indescribable, and the ex- 
citement ran high. Passion was written on 
every face, and men seized*the handiest 
weapon and stood ready to use it. If the 
House had not been adjourned: there is no 
doubt that there would have been a riot. 

Curtis has been tyrannical in his rulings 
all session, and the culmination came 
Thursday when he deliberatel? railroaded 
to third reading one of the Senate's revenue 
bills. When this bill was sent to third read- 
ing half the Democratic members were on 
their feet demanding a.roll call. Speaker 
Curtis, coached by the steering committee, 
gave no attention to these demands. He 
calmly announced that the bill was ad- 
vanced to third reading. Novak had made 
@® square fight against the measure and

After the recess Novak demanded recog- 
Nition that he might move that the bill 
be brought back to second reading. as he 
wished to amend it.

STREET RAILWAY BILL.

HORSE IN A MANHOLE. 


Animal Disappears Below the. Pave- 
ment at Broadway and Olive and 
Cannot Be Got Out. 


Five thousand people gathered at Broad- 
way and Olive streets Friday afternoon at 
1:15 to Witness a horse floundering in a man- 
hole, 


The accident by which the horse fell into 


the hole is one of the most peculiar on 
record. 

Street workmen had removed the cover 
from the manhole, when the horse attached 
to one of the Dunham Manufacturing Co.'s 
wagons slipped on the pavement. First 
the hind legs went in the hole. 

There was wild floundering. The harness 
broke. Then the entire body of the ani- 
mal was precipitated to the bottom of the 
hole, at least five feet below the surface. 
A crowd collected immediately. This 
brought the polHce. Half a dozen officers 
were kept busy shoving the crowd back. 
On several occasions the pushing was so 
severe that men and boys narrowly missed 
being pusbed in after the horse. 

Gradually the crowd increased, and the 
police were so busily engaged in keeping 
the surging mass from pushing one another 
into the opening that there was but little 
time to think of a 9 to extricate the 
horse. Herman Baughman, the driver, was 
so excited at first that he could give the 
police but little information as to how 
the accident occurred. 

During the excitement somebody ran after 
the Fire Department. The firemen respond- 
ed, but after working for nearly an hour 
decided that it would be impossible for 
them to extricate the horee without killing 
him. Next, Col. Ed Butler was summoned. 
He brought a vast coil of big rope and a 
derrick. . Meanwhile street workmen had 


in order that the opening might be enlarged 
by removing the casement. 

_ Dismal groans came from the manhole, 
indicating that the horse was suffering 
great pain. The police suggested that the 
better plan would be to kill the animal and 
then drag the remains out by means of what- 
ever force might be necessary. The driver 
would not agree to this, however. 

As the horse lay cramped into a knot on 
the circular wall of the manhole, his body 
was almost submerged in water. A foul 
odor of the rankest kind constantly escaped 
from the hole, yet the morbid curiosity of 
the spectators was so intense that a little 
thing like a volume of sewer gas was not 
sufficient to keep them back.

CANDIA, Crete, May 21.—The Cretan in- 
surgents have received instructions from 
Athens to accept an autonomous form of 
government on condition that the Turkish 
troops shall be previously withdrawn from 
the island.

The Mussulmans of Crete, however, have 
telegraphed to the Sultan, protesting at be- 
ing “placed in the power of the majority 
which betrayed such hostility to the Mus- 
sulmans by the carnage at Sitia and the 
destruction of all the Mohammedan vil- 
lages.

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 21.—The forced

MRS. TAYLOR HERE FROM IOWA, 


Manager Seaman Discovers the Miss- 
ing Half of the Suicide’s 
Last Letter. 


Mrs. George A. Taylor, wife of the man 
who committed suicide Wednesday night, 


j arrived in the city Friday morning from her 


home in Eldora, Io., and went at once to 
Hotel Normandie. 

There she denied herself to all visitors 
and would speak of the suicide only to Mr. 
and Mrs. Seaman, to whom she expressed 
grief at Mr. Taylor’s tragic death. She said 
she felt more keenly the distress of her po- 
sition becausé the blow would fall heaviest 
at last upon her little daughter, to whom 
both Taylor and his wife were devotedly at- 
tached. 


Coroner Wait visited Mrs. Taylor at 9 
o'clock, and remained an hour in conference 
with her. He was followed shortly there- 
after by Public Administrator Richardson, 
who took charge of the dead man’s effects. 

W. L. Darrow of Hampton, Io., an uncle 
of Mrs. Taylor, reached the city during the 
day and joined his niece at the Normandie. 
He is a banker, and at one time had Taylor 
in the employ of his bank. 

Mrs. Amelia Thomas of Buffalo, N. Y. 
sister of the suicide, telegraphed she would 
arrive Friday night. 

One of the earliest arrivals at the hotel 
Friday morning was a messenger boy, bear- 
ing a large bunch of roses with a card at- 
tached, asking that the flowers be placed as 
near Taylor’s remains as ssible. There 
was no clue to the identity of the sender, but 
it is supposed to have come from one of his 
numerous lady admirers. It was turned 
over to Undertaker Schawacker, who had re- 
moved the body to his establishment. The 
final disposition of the body depends upon 
the family consultation to be held Friday 


night. 

Mana er Seaman found the second sheet 
of Taylor’s letter while making a search 
of the room Fftiday morning. The paper 
had been blown far under the bed by the 
riotous breezes of Thursday: The complete 
letter now reads: 

Chemical National Bank, May 19, 1897.— 
Mr. Seaman: Kindly notify Mrs. G. A. 
Taylor at Eldorado, Io. Tell her the 
money.in the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. in name of G. A. Taylor, agent, is 
mine and that she is to have it. There 
are notes and money in my trunk, also, 
and the German-American Bank Owes 
me salary since May 1, 1897. She can 
call and collect it. The money in cigar 
box on bookcase belongs to the North- 
western Life Assurance Co. of Chicago. 
Ask her to notify them and also Mis- 
sour! Lodge, No. 1, A. F. and A. M. here 
and I wish they would take charge of 
the funeral. 

Do not think me insane. I am simply 
tired of living, as I have been. 

Begging your pardon for the trouble 
and inconvenience this will cause you, 
I am, respectfully, G. A. TAYLOR. 

It is the general impression, however, 
that Taylor’s manifold troubles and possi- 
bly excesses, had slightly unbalanced his 
mind, despite his own theory of sanity. 
The fact that he once before attempted sul- 
cide, with serious results; that he frequent- 
ly talked on that subject, and his remark 
to a lady friend, upon reading of a person 
who killed himself by taking prussic acid, 
that such a method would be his when next 
he made an attempt, were all more or less 
indicative of melancholia, or an intellect dis- 
ordered. 

The lawyers are of opinion that Mrs. Tay- 
or, having been separated from her hus- 
band only by agreement, and not A M4

It is 
said the attachment began on the part of 
the woman, and their conduct became such 
that the husband was finally apprised of dt. 
Then he took his wife to 340 Easton ave- 
nue, and as this move only intensified the 
situation he moved again to 3112 Morgan, 
where Mrs. Wehre became very ill, was sent 
to St. John’s Hospital and there died of 
peritonitis, resultin from a surgical ope- 
ration. She was buried in Bellefontaine 
Cemetery the latter part of October, and 
there the romantic tragedy was presumed 
o have ended. 

: But through all the efforts of Mr. Wehre 
to remove his wife from contact with Tay- 
lor’s influence, the bank teller never once 
hesitated in his pace that kills. hat op- 
portunities he missed of meeting the woman 
were vaught by her, and so between them 
the shame grew and continued until her 
death.

STEAMER SUNK 
IN COLLISION. 


THE FLORIDA SENT TO THEE BOT- 
TOM OF LAKE HURON. 


——————— 


WAS STRUCK BY THE ROBY. 


The Crew of the Florida Rescued by 
the Roby and Taken to 
Port Huron. 


PORT HURON, Mich., May 21.—The 
steamer Florida of the Lackawanna line, 
bound from Chicago to Buffalo, with grain 
and general merchandise, was sent to the 
bottom of Lake Huron by collision with the 
steamer George W. Roby at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning between Middle Island and 
Presque Isle. The crew of the FloNda were 
all rescued by the Roby, which steamer, be- 
ing badly damaged, turned back, arriving 
here this morning. 

It was very foggy at the time of the col- 
lision. The two steamers exchanged pass- 
ing signals, but they had not sighted each 


other in time to avoid coming together, 
Capt. William Smith, who is in command 
of the Roby, states that when he first sight- 
ed the Florida through the fog he stopped 
and backed his engines, but the two boats 
were so close together that it was impos- 
sible to avoid the crash. 

The Roby struck the Florida on the star- 
board side about amidships. A hole twelve 
feet long was cut In that steamer’s wood- 
en gide. It was instantly seen that it was 
only a question of minutes before the Flor- 
ida would go down. The Roby steamed 
alongside of the doomed boat and took off 
part of her crew. The remainder of tho 
crew had instantly lowered the yawl boat 
and had succeeded in getting free of the 
sinking steamer. They were picked up sub- 
sequently by the Roby. The Florida sank 
in cores minutes. 

The Roby was badly damaged in the bow, 
and will €° into dry dock here. 

So quickly had the Florida to be aban- 
doned by the crew that they were unable to 
save any of their personal belongings. 

The cargo of the Florida consisted of 56,000 
bushels of wheat and 560 tons of merchan- 
dise. The loss on the garne is estimated 
at about $60,000. The Florida belonged to 
the Kildxrhouse syndicate of Buffalo, but 
for many years has been under charter to 
the Lackawanna Line. Her Mey soy was 
about $100,000. She ‘was insured for $80,000 
with the McCurdy syndicate of Chicago. 


THE CONDUIT INJUNCTION. 


Work Is Stopped While the Lawyers 
Are Talking. 


No work was done Friday on the trench 
dug between Broadway and Fourth street 
on Olive Thursday for the conduits of the 
Bell Telephone Co., owning to an order ob- 
tained Thursday by the St. Louis Under- 
ground Service Co., restraining the continu- 
ance of the work. The plaintiff alleged that 
the Bell Telephone Co. was destroying the 
plaintiff’s conduits and interfering with its 
business. The special charge was that the 
Bell Co. had destroyed a manhole near the 
Laclede noe mn belonging to the under- 
ground Service Co. 

The matter came up before Judge Val- 
liant Friday afternoon on an order on the 
Bell Telephone Co, to show why a perma- 
nent injunction should not be issued. The 
hearing was regarded as the first skirmish 
between the warring companies who are 
seeking to get their wires underground. 

Lawyer & H. Finkelnburg appeared for 
the Bell Company. The petition for an in- 
junction was read by Gen. James M. Lewis, 
who, with H. S. Priest and S. H. King, rep- 
resents the plaintiff, 

Mr. Finkelnburg then produced a_ plat 
showing the course of the underground con- 
duits to be laid on Olive street by the Bell 
omeeny from Fourth to Bighth streets, as 
approved by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. The plat was objected to as evi- 
dence by Judge Priest, but was finally ad- 
mitted. Mr. Finkelnburg’s line of argu- 
ment was chiefly on the proposition that the 
franchise granted Charles Sutter, under 
which the underground service company 
operates, was invald and had been declared 
so by the Supreme Court. 

Lawyer King had started to reply when 
Court adjourned until 2 o’clock.

THE SENATE'S ACTION. 


WHAT. SENATOR HANNA SAYS. 


The Administration Takes Steps to Re- 
lieve the Americans 
in Cuba. 


the Post-Dispatch. 

EW YORK. May 21.—President McKin- 
Jey is incensed at the Senate for passing the 
Morgan resolution. This is plainly shown in 
a lengthy interview with Senator Hanna 
printed here to-day. The President thinks 
the Senate is interfering with his affairs 
and will probably treat its action as did Mr. 
Cleveland in similar instances. 

“It was inopportune,”’ says the Senator. 
‘It was inexpedient. I fear that sentiment 
had too much to do with it. It was uncalled 
for, in view of the fact that the President 
and the State Department are now using 


every méans at their disposal to ferret out 
and unravel the Cuban situation. The Sen- 
ate’s action really assumes the appearance 
of discourtesy to the administration. A 
Cuban policy has been promulgated by the 
President and being closely followed. 
There was no need for the Senate to step 
in and take a hand in the matter. 

“I do not think it lies within the power 
of the Senate to take any such action as it 
did. I believe the power lies wholly within 
the province of the executive. Such brainy 
lawyers as Senators White, Spooner, Fair- 
banks and Hoar held that the Senate had 
no right to asspme prerogatives belonging 
to the President. Therefore, they voted 
against the Morgan resolution. 

“IT yoted against the resolution, not that I 

am unfriendly to Cuba and its brave repre- 
sentatives, who have struggled hard for 
their independence, but in view of the pres- 
ent attitude of the administration, which, 
felt, would be faithfully carried out, as has 
been outlined. I thought it my duty to act 
- @s I deemed best for all the interests sub- 
served by casting my vote against its pas- 
page. 
“Inside of two months this administration 
Yas perfected a definite Cuban policy, which 
the last administration did not do in four 
years. As this is the case, why should not 
the administration be given a chance to 
carry out its plans relative to the Cuban 
question? Knowing the situation as I do, 
I think there was no reason why the Senate 
should have passed the resolution.”’ 


RELIEVING AMERICANS. 


Funds Put at the Disposition of Gen. 
Lee. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Secretary 
of State has directed Consul General Lee at 
Havana to draw a sum not to exceed $10,000 
for immediate purchase of supplies and med- 
icines for the relief of American citizens 
and transportation of such as are without 
means and desire to return to the United 
States. He is also instructed to furnish 
United States Consuls in Cuba, at his dis- 
cretion, funds for this purpose. United 
States Consul Brice at Matanzas has been 
instructed by the Secretary of State to ap- 
ply to Consul General Lee for funds with 
which to relieve American citizens there. 


TARDY ACTION. 


The Cuban Resolution Not Signed in 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, May’ 21.—The resolution 
appropriating $50,000 for the relief of the 
suffering Americans in Cuba was signed yes- 
terday by Speaker Reed, but owing to the 


absence of the Vice-President and President 
pro tem Frye of the Senate, it could no* 
receive the signature of either of them. As 
the Senate has adjourned until Monday it 
cannot be signed before that date. 


ITS FATE IN THE HOUSE. 


Morgan Resolution Will Probably Lie 
on the Table. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 21.—President 
McKinley is not likely to be called upon to 
take action upon the Cuban resolution 
passed by the Senate for some time, and 
perhaps not at all. The resolution would 
not be sent to him for his approval until it 


had been adopted by the House, and 
whether the House takes it up must be de- 
cided hereafter. It is known that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley desires the postponement of final 
Congressional astion on the Cuban ques- 
ition until the report of Mr. Calhoun, who is 
on the island to investigate conditions there, 
has been made. 

Mr. Hitt, the Republican leader in the 
House, said guardedly in the debate that the 
adoption of the Morgan resolution at this 
time might embarrass negotiations which 
which the President has in mind to secure 
the independence of Cuba, and, although 
Mr. Hitt expressly disclaimed that he spoke 
by authority, it was well known that he 
had been in consultation with the President 
on Cuban affairs, and his utterance was 
taken as a reflection of the wish of the ex- 
ecutive.

Most of the others were for alleys, The

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BAPTIST BOOKS. 


Statistics of the Work of the Year by 
the American Publication 
Society. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 21.—The second 
day’s session of the American Baptist Pub- 
lication Society opened at 9:4 this morning 
with the smallest attendance at the open- 
ing of any session so far held. Fifteen min- 
utes were occupied in religious exercises, 
and at 10 o’clock President Croser called 
the business session to order. 

The first business was the report of the 
publishing department. Rev. Geo. E. Horr, 
D. D., of Massachusetts, the first speaker, 
attacked the sentimental religious book, and 
said there was too much such literature in 
the church and Sunday school libraries. 

Rev. C. A. Barbour of New York read the 
report of the Committee on Missionary De- 
partment. The circulation of the society 


during the past year had reached the as- 
tonishing figure of 38,593,700; moreover, 636,- 
000 pages of tracts were sent out, and 4#,- 
000,000 pages since the beginning of this 
work. 

Rev. C. H. Rust of Wisconsin followed 
with an interesting address on “Work in 
the Chapel Car.” 

Rev. L. 8. Stucker of Illinois spoke at 
considerable length upon the publication so- 
ciety in the Northwest, during which he 
stated that in the twenty States from In- 
diana to California there are 4,000 Baptist 
churches with less than 6,000 Baptist Sun- 
day schools. Of a population of 23,000,000 
souls less than 440,000 are Baptists. 

Rev. Richard Carroll of South Carolina 
closed the addressees with an account of the 
work among the colored people.

DEFYING THE PEOPLE. 

If the members of the old School Board 
persist in defying the will of the people, 
expressed at the polis, by attempting to 
hold offices from which they have been 
dismissed, the people should firmly de- 
termine that not one of these contuma- 
cious public servants shall again have 
an opportunity of occupying a public 
office. 

These School Board directors, and a 
number of other public officials recently, 
take advantage of the fact that repub- 
lican government, although intended as 
an expression of the people’s will, is con- 
ducted according to certain forms. They 
forget that behind the ballot which re- 
lieves them of their offices is the strong 
arm of the people, and that under 
more simple and primitive conditions 
they would be in danger of being thrust 
out without further notice or ceremony 
after the people had chosen their succes- 
Bors. 

It is becoming too much the fashion 
for public servants to attempt to ‘hold 
on” to offices to which they no longer 
have any right. If this continues, the 
people will have to guard their dignity 
and make their will effective’ through 
some sort of “imperative mandate’— 
some law that will subject to prompt ar- 
rest and trial for malfeasance in office 
officials who take advantage of their po- 
sition to defy the verdict of the ballot 
box. 
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PRACTICAL FUSION IN ILLINOIS. 

The action of the convention of County 
Judges of the First Illinois Supreme Ju- 
dicial District, in session at East St. 
Louis Thursday, leaves the Populists of 
that district without a candidate for Su- 
preme Judge.

MILLIOWS IN HUMPHREY’S BILL. 

A vital point in the consideration of the 
am<nded Humphrey bill of infamy is 
sat the Chicago street railway charters 
which the bill proposes to extend, do not 
expire until 1903, 

If these measures are g00d, in the line 
of public interest and justified by public 
policy, they cannot lose anything of merit 
iu the six years to intervene before the 
present charters expire. If there is good 
reason why the charters should be re- 
newed to these people and on their own 
terms, it will be as good in 1903 as it is 
now. 

And why should corporations seeking 
charter extension entirely unnecessary at 
this time come to the State Legislature 
asking it to usurp the powers rightfully 
belonging to the people of Chicago, act- 
ing through their chosen representatives 
in municipal office? : 

There are several reasons. The cor- 
porations fear, and in fact know, that by 
1903 it will be impossible to renew their 
charters on the basis of five-cent fares 
and the percentage of gross receipts they 
now propose to pay. They are, therefore, 
proposing to use the power of the State 
of Illinois to force upon the people of 
— an odious and tyrannical monop. 
oly. 

Another reason is that a law extending 
these charters on a five-cent fare basis 
until 1923 will make Chicago street rail. 
wey stocks more valuable than like

‘THE NEW DESPOTISM. 

To the philosophical student of politics 
the manner in which the House of Repre- 
sentatives treated the resolution recog- 
nizing Cuban belligerency was even more 
interesting than the action of the Sen- 
ate thereon. Some years ago 4 foreign 
writer said that American institutions 
had progressed from a government by 
Congress to a government by Congres- 
sional committees. In the process of evo- 
lution we seem to have reached the stage 
where government by the Speaker has 
been substituted for government by Con- 
gressional committees. 

It is indeed an extraordinary spectacle 
that is presented in Washington at this 
time. On the call of the President, Con- 
gress is assembled in extra session, Under 
the rules which govern the two Houses 
no business can be done by either body 
until the various committees are appoint- 
ed. The first duty of the Speaker after 
being elected is to appoint these commit- 
tees, and it is customary to attempt no 
business of any kind until they are ap- 
pointed. When the present House met, 
more than two months ago, Mr. Reed was 
elected Speaker. He appointed two com- 
mittees, and has refused to appoint the 
rest; so that the House is in a state of 
suspended animation except for certain 
purposes, determined by the Speaker 
himself. There is no despot in Europe— 
not even the Czar or. the Sultan—who 
dares to venture upon the exercise of 
such arbitrary and irresponsible author- 
ity as Speaker Reed enforces day after 
day and week after week. 

His treatment of this Cuban matter is 
only a flagrant example of what he is 
doing in other matters. There is not 
the slightest doubt that a large majori- 
ty of the House of Representatives is in 
favor of adopting a resolution similar to 
the Morgan resolution which has just 
passed the Senate. It Is practically cer- 
tain that, if no Democrat or Populist 
voted, a majority of the Republican mem- 
bers of the House would vote for such 
a resolution if they consulted their own 
feelings or the wishes of their constitu- 
ents. There is equally little doubt that 
they favor bringing such a resolution to 
a vote as soon as possible. 

Why is it then that they acquiesce in 
the Speaker’s despotism? It is because 
until the Speaker names his committees 
the members are afraid to antagonize 
him, Having the absolute right to name 
the committees, it is in the Speaker's 
power to determine in the case of every 
member whether or not he shall be an 
influential or a merely nominal factor in 
the work of the House. His position on 
committees usually determines whether 
a Congressman’s term shall be a success 
or a failure. The ablest man is seldom 
able to make headway against the disad- 
vantage of appointment on an insig- 
nificant committee. 

Speaker Reed well knows that until he 
appoints the committees his power is 
practically absolute, and his control over 
legislation is in fact absolute. That is 
why he does not appoint the committees, 
and that is why, like cravens, the mem- 
bers of the House acqui¢sce in a despot- 
ism which is disgraceful to themselves 
and which brings scandal upon répub- 
can institutions. Through ambitition 
for place and preferment, they are sub- 
mitting to a new form of despotism which 
makes republican institutions a farce.

PROTECTING THE TRUSTS. 
The Attorney-General of New York 
State has summoned the officials of cer- 
tain of the railways to appear and an- 
swer regarding their supposed connection 
with a combine to control the sale of coal 
in that State. Thisis right. The investi- 
gation is much needed. The existence of 
such a combine has been notorious for a 
long while. But will anything come of 
this investigation? 
A few weeks ago the country was 
eagerly reading the evidence adduced be- 
fore the Lexow Investigating Committee 
in New York regarding several of the 
Trusts. What will come of that? What 
has come of the Senate investigation of 
1894, except a possibility of one broker 
being punished as a scapegoat after his 
case has been put off for three years, till 
the investigation is almost forgotten. 
And while the Attorney-General was 
about it, why did he not proceed against 
the new Wire Nail Combine, formed in 
New York a week ago to control the 
prices of rods, wire and nails? News of 
the formation of this combine has been 
sent out all over the country. Can the 
Attorney-General plead ignorance of it? 
And why, if he is in earnest, does not 
this Attofney-General and other State 
Attorney-Generals and the Attorney- 
General of the United States take action 
against others of the 139 Trusts and com- 
bines, a list of which was published in 
the Post-Dispatch on Oct. 26 last. 
Every now and then we hear of legal 
action being commenced against a Trust, 
or of an investigation being instituted. 
But nothing comes of it. The Trusts 
have a Republican Administration back 
of them—such an Administration as cre- 


| ated and fostered them. They know they 


are safe for another four years.

WHY DON’T WOMEN HAVE VOTEsp

The New Yok Sun lectures several 
classes of politicians who, it says, “are fra- 
ternizing in the business of jeering at the 
Republicans for the delay in the hoped for 
revival of business.” “Yet business,” it 
says, “can revive and reach the height of 
prosperity commensurate with our natural 
advantages upon certain conditions only.” 
In this case the statement of a plain, simple 
fact seems to have been mistaken for “‘jeer- 
ing.” Those who opposed Mr. McKinley in 
the campaign of last year are not obiged 
to keep silent about the promises made in 
the last campaign. The Republican leaders 
did promise immediate prosperity with the 
election of McKinley. The mere moral ef- 
fect of Republican victory was to instantly 
set the wheels moving and increase the re- 
wards of agriculture. 

No doubt a great many voters were in- 
fluenced by these promises, and it is proper 
to hold the promisers to accountability; yea, 
even to point the finger of scorn at them. 
They deceived as many people as they could. 
Before the election they never mentioned 
‘certain conditions” as necessary to a re- 
turn of prosperity. Their cry was, “Give us 
the election and you will be in clover after 
the returns come in.”” Now they want that 
forgotten.” They cannot be accommodated. 

The “certain conditions” which the Sun 
names as necessary to a business revival 
are: 

“l. The passage of a new tariff bill that 
will insure income enough to fill up the 
present deficit in the national revenue. 

“2. The cessation of the ruinous and re- 
actionary warfare on capital manifested in 
the stream of legislation against trusts and 
capitalistic combinations.” 

Of course, it is a desirable thing for the 
Government income to be equal to the out- 
go, but what has that to do with the pros- 
perity of the people? Not a single journal 
which has rung the changes on this propo- 
sition has made even a respectable attempt 
to demonstrate it. No reduction has been 
made in the enormous expenses of govern- 
ment. All that is likely to be done is to in- 
crease the ‘taxes so as to enable the Govern- 
ment to keep on at high-pressure cost, when 
all the people, in their private capacity, 
have to cut down expenses. Whether the 
Government, which has prime credit, is run- 
ning behind, keeping ahead or staying even 
is a matter which stands alone, excepting 
in so far as higher taxes must make the 
people poorer. 

Indeed, the cure for hard tfmes lies in 
neither 6f the paragraphs quoted in this 
article from the Sun. It is, so far as gov- 
ernment can do anything, in a thorough re- 
form of the currency on the Hines laid down 
by the free silver advocates. Money is the 
question before the people. Business condi- 
tions do not fluctuate by the balances in 
the United States Treasury.

BANKER BICKEL GOES FREE. 


And a Man Who Lost Money in His 
Bank Commits Suicide. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 21.—The first so- 
called bank case has ended in the dismissal 
of what is known as the Huldah Peterson 
indictment against William F. Bickel, Pres- 
ident of the failed Minnesota Saving Bank. 
The State failed to make out a case against 
Bickel on the charge that he had appro- 
riated $268 from Huldah Peterson. Judge 
wis granted the motion of the defendant 
for dismissal.

Another outcome of this failure was the 
suicide last night of James Nolan, the bank's 
janitor, aged 70 years, who has brooded over 
the loss of his deposit of $600 in the bank. 
Nolan was an old citizen, and has sons 
living in Massachusetts and Missouri. 


M’KENNA’S DECISION. 


No Catholic West Point Chapel With- 
out Further Legislation.

NEW YORK, May 21.—There will not be 
a Catholic chapel at West Point Military 
Academy.

GRAIN FOR AFRICA- 


Shipments From New York Started on 
a Large Scale. 


NEW YORK, May 21.—The Herald says: 
It leaked out on the Brooklyn water front 
that the rush of grain to South Africa is 
about to be resumed. The British steam- 
ship Kurdistan, which sailed from the 
North Central pier, took 3,000 bushels of 
wheat and the British ship Mt. Separ has 
taken 6,000 bushels of wheat. 

Wheat is worth here about $1 a bushel. 
Freight costs 25 cents, bags and sewing 13 
cents, so that it will cost about $1.40 per 
bushel by the time it reaches its destination. 
It is said that for the next three months the 
shipments to the Cape and to the East Afri- 
can ports will be as great as those of last 
year, which were unparalleled in South Af- 
rica. At the same time enormous quantities 
of mining and agricultural machinery and 
other American products wil! complete the 
cargoes. 


ROBBED AND MURDERED. 


Fate of a Prominent Real Estate Man 
of Pittsburg.

PETER WCUE IS 
A TWO-YEAR-OLD. 


HIS HISTORY AND BREEDING ARE 
VERY WELL KNOWN. 


HE HAS A PECULIAR MOUTH, 


The Debutante Stakes to Be Run Sat- 
urday—Joe Howell Has Arrived 
~—General Gossip. 


The sensational colt, Peter McCue, Is a 
&-year-old. His owners will be allowed to 
take down the purses he has won and race 


— the rest of the season as a 2-year- 
rs) 


The story that he was a 8-year-old was 
based upon the fact that he had a peculiar 
mouth and a most remarkable development 
for a horse of his age. The circumstances 
all g@ to prove, however, that he was prop- 
erly entered and registered. 

His owner, Charles Watkins, lives in 
Menard County, IIl., four miles from Peters- 
burg, the county seat. He has a stock farm 
which is the pride. of the county, and he 
Stands very high in the community. He 
breeds horses for the purpose of improving 
them and getting better ones each year. 
Two years ago, in the early part of Feb- 
ruary, this colt, Peter McCue, was foaled, 
He was a freak then, when he was a week 
old he looked as big as a yearling. He was 
in fact so unusual a colt that half the farm- 
ers én Menard County drove over to see 
him and talk about him. As a result every- 
body around that neighborhood knows the 
exact age of the horse, 

Peter’s dam, Nora M., is a favorite mare 
f Mr. Watkins, and he has always bred 
er for thoroughbreds. The sire, Rath- 
nerod, formerly known as Duke of High- 
land, died just before McCue was foaled. 
His place was immediately filled by The 
Hero by Fellowcraft, Mr. Watkins saying 
that it was his intention to always have a 
thoroughbred stallion on the place. 

He has another horse, Dan Tucker, sire 
of Pat Tucker, Log Cabin and some other 
outlaws, and one story was to the effect 
that Dan Tucker was the sire of Peter Mc- 
Cue, and not Rathnerod. Mr. Watkins says 
he is ready to bring all sorts of proof as 
to that point, too. 

There have been several offers made for 
Peter McCue, but the arrangement under 
which he is being raced has always pre- 
vented a sale. The young man who has 
him in charge now is a nephew of the 
owner and has permission to run the horse 
on shares as long as he sees fit to do so. 
A sale would, of course, shut him out al- 
together, so he has very consistently re- 
fused to let him go. 

Besides all the testimony as to the colt’s 
ge and breeding, Drs. Talbert, Hughes and 
.elly, all expert veterinarians, have ex- 
amined him and none of them will say that 
he is a 83-year-old. 

Dr. Hughes, who looked at him Friday 
morning, said to Judge Joe Murphy: 

“He has a very peculiar mouth, but I am 
satisfied he is a 2-year-old. He is a very 
unusual colt. He has what looks like a 3- 
a mouth, but being an early colt that 
s not proof that he is not a 2-year-old.”’ 
Judge Murphy said: “This is not an of- 
ficial investigation. Mr, Cohn merely said 
he did not want to get the worst of it, so 
we investigated, as much for our own satis- 
faction as for his. We are now satisfied 
that the horse is a 22-year-old.” 

Peter was raised with the cattle. Wat- 
kins broke him as one would a quarter 
horse. In his elementary education he was’ 
taught the rudiments of a standing start. 
But Watkins was somewhat original, using 
a clapboard and a’ revolver, and at the 
word “Go,” educated Peter to spring as 
though shot out of a catapult. e has in 
all of his races. been docile and quiet at 
the gate, except in his last race. He ts 
extremely ambitious, and is full of run at 
all times while in condition. In his last 
race the trainers could scarcely hold him 
to rub him out and cool him down ' in the 
paddock. That he is the most wonderfully 
muscled colt ever seen in St. Louis is the 
general opinion of horsemen. Larry Kava- 
nagh offered $9,000 for him Friday morning.

Last summer Jones rode five winners in 
one day, and had the best average of any- 
body on the track. Charlie Slaughter rode 
more winners in the aggregate, but his per- 
centage of winning mounts was not as high | 
as that of Jones.

WITH THE SAME PISTOL. 


Adolph Gustavus’ Second Aitempt at 
Suicide Successful. 


With the same cheap 32-calibre revolver 
he attempted suicide with in St. Louis a 
year ago Adolph Gustavus Miller, a 
cooper, killed himself at his home, rear of 
626 Railroad avenue, in East St. Louis, at 

. m, Thursday. 
" Phe bullet entered Miller’s heart, and 
death resulted instantaneously. Coroner 
Schildroth conducted an inquest Friday, the 
jury returning a verdict of suicide. 

The suicide was the result of ill-health, 
superinduced by sunstroke in.St. Louis last 
summer and a fall from an express wagon. 

Miller was employed as a cooper at the 
East St. Louis Syrup Refinery plant, a 

lock from his home. He went home at 

‘6 o’clock, as usual, and told his wife 
that he was feeling badly and would lie 
down. He went into the bedroom and threw 
himself on a couch, and Mrs. Miller sup- 
posed he dropped asleep. In about an hour 
the wife heard a pistol shot. She found 
Miller in the sitting room dead in a pool of 


blood. 

While living at No.1535 South Third street, 
St. Louis, last June, Miller shot h mself in 
the head. Mrs. Miller endeavored to keep 
the pistol out of her husband's reach ever 
since and had it hid = a closet, but he dis- 
covered it’s hiding piace. 

He leaves five children, the eldest 13 years 
old. The family came from Buffalo, “ 
to St. Louis eight years ago and have lived 
in East St. Louis seven nths. Miller has 
a brother and two sisters in Buffalo. He 
carried a small insurance policy in the 
Metropolitan Life of New York, but the 
amount will not more than cover hie funer- 
al expenses. He will be buried in St. Pe- 
ter’s Cemetery Saturday. . 


FLOOD IN NEW MEXICO. 


The Rio Grande and Other Rivers Are 
Out of Their Banks. 


DENVER, Colo., May 21.—According to 
dispatches from New Mexico, heavy rains 
have so swollen the Rio Grande and other 
«treams that considerable damage has “4 
ready been done, and more is threatened. 
The valley north and south of Albuquerque 
is inundated. Several small Mexican vil- 
lages near Albuquerque are partly sub- 
merged, and a number of houses are sur- 
rounded by two feet of water. If the rise 
continues and the Rio Grande sweeps over 
its banks, to a greater extent than at — 
ent, a number of adobe houses will be 
washed down, valley farms will be oblit- 
erated, and there will be great distress 
among the small farmers. A number of men 
are watching the dyke north of Albuquer- 
que. It is believed there is no immediate 
danger of its giving away. 

A "heave hail storm killed thousands: of 
lambs, besides a great number of sheep. 

Near Las Vegas and Springer, and up 
through the Red River country, streams 
are réported out of their banks, and 


several days. Considerable damage is re- 
ported in the Las Vegas hot springs can- 
on. One of the dams of the Las Vegas 
Water Co. was carried out. It is impos- 
sible to ford the Canadian River. tres 
along the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
and Denver and Rio Grande railroads in 
New Mexico are prostrated.

BURST OF FLAME FOLLOWED.. 


Two Women, Two Babies and a Boy 
Incinerated on Menard 
Street. 


Mrs. Bessie Howard is dying at the City 
Hospital. Before sundown her life will go 
out,.and this will make the fifth death due 
to the gasoline explosion at 2341 Menard 
street. 

Willie. her 4-year-old child, died at 2 
o’clock Friday morning, and when the. 
mother aroused from the effects of the mor- 
phine she noticed the little form was gone 


from the cot near her’s. 

“IT am so glad Willie is better and gone 
home,” she said to her husband, who sat by 
her bedside and held the one hand that was 

burned. 
nelwon't ou go and ask sister to care for 
him and ues until I am better? 

James Howard nodded: his head, and, 
seizing his hat, walked out into the bright 
May sunlight. He lingered about the hos- 
pital door long enough to cause his wife to 
think he had gone on the mission she asked 
for Hugo’s body, burned to a crisp, ha 
reached the morgue six hours before Wil- 
lie’s, and there was no use going for the 
sister. : 

When he returned to his wife’s side she 
talked to him gayly and beckoned the phy- 
sicians in charge of the ward and a Post- 
Dispatch reporter to her. a 

“JT shall never use gasoline again,” she 
eaid; then added: “As soon as I get home 
I am going to break the stove to pieces.’ 

She did not know the truism of the first 
statement; the futility of the second. 

The window was open at the head of her 
cot, a flood of sunlight poured in and a 
light breeze from the South played with the 
petals of some lillies that her husband had 
placed in a glass on a table. 

_ “How nice it is here,” sh@ said, after a 
minute. ‘They are so kind, and it’s 50 com- 
fortable.”’ 

Then her eyes closed. The doctor tip-toed 
away from the bedside and beckoned the 
reporter. ‘‘Blood poison is setting in and 
she is dying,” he said. “Two-thirds of her 
body is burned, and when that amount of 
surface tissue is crisped, recovery is impos- 
sible.’’ ' 

‘‘Is she in pain?’’ the pe bape was asked. 

“No, not now; nor will she ever be again.” 

One arm of the woman, swathed in cot- 

ton, was thrown over her head; the other 

was at her side, and the husband was hold- 
ing the hand tightly. He had not spoken 

a@ word all morning, only nodding his head 

once in a while. They fear at the hos- 

pital that he will be the sixth victim of the 
fire—not to be classed in the list of dead, 

— to become an inmate of an Insane asy- 

um. 

He ts a railroad hand, 40 years of age. 
Several months ago he met with an acci- 

‘dent while employed on the Cotton Belt, 
and was laid up until the first of May. 

Thursday he was out looking for work, and 
» when he came home, after an unsuccessful 
day, he found fire engines before his home, 

and heard the clang of ambulance bells as 

the vehicles dashed through the streets. 

This also was the scene Gustav Mohr wit- 
neseed when, dinner pail in hand, he re- 
turned home from a hard day’s work at 

_Hemp & Co.'s, 217 Elm street. He, his 
wife, his daughter Olive, aged 3%, and his 
baby, had been living at 2341 Menard but 

a fortnight, having moved from South 

Eighth street, He knew few persons in the 

neighborhood, but after he had pushed for- 

ward half a block, over lines of hose and 
between engines, trucks and carts, he saw 

a woman holding a child in her arms and 

beckoning him. The little one was Olive. 

“Where's mamma?” he asked. 

“That's the husband,” whispered another 
woman to a policeman. The officer led 
him aside. His wife and baby had been 
badly burned, he said. Mohr pushed on 
to the house, a three-story tenement, The 
rooms on the second floor, where they had 
lived,were charred,and water oozed through 
the floors. He retraced hts steps and went 
up town in search of wife and baby, and at 
last his journey ended at the Morgue. 


The tenement at 2341 Menard street is back 
some distance from the street. There are 
porches on every story anfi an outside stair- 
Way connects them. Mrs. Mohr, aged 36 
years, was cooking supper and chips of 
wood were used as fuel in thé stove. A 
gasoline stove, near at hand, was out of 
repair, Mrs. Howard had come up from 
the first floor, where her dinner was also 
cooking, and was chatting with her neigh- 

‘bor. It. was nearly 6 o’clock and their hus- 
bands would soon be home, She was tell- 
‘ing Mrs. Mohr that unless Mr. Howard’s 
Search for work proved successful they 
Would have nothing to eat on the morrow. 
Hugo Howard and Baby Mohr, the former 
15 months old, the latter 18 months, were 
playing with some spools on the floor. Olive 
Mohr, aged 8%, and Willie Howard, aged 
4, were running in and out from the bal- 
cony. Olive spied something in the yard 
below and ran down to fetch it. As she 
was slowly climbing the stairs one of the 
Spools in the upper room rolled out of Baby 
Howard's reach. The little one crawled after 
it and kicked over a gasoline can that was 
filled with the liquid, The jar knocked off 
the cap and the oil spread over the floor. 

Mrs. Mohr seized a cloth and went down 
on her knees to wipe it up. The fire in the 
stove was burning briskly. 

There was a burst of flame that shot 
through. windows and doors. Neighbors 
who rushed to the spot saw a woman 
whose dress was ablaze trying to. beat down 
the flames with her hands and a little boy 
tugging at her skirts, the fire curling around 
him as well. This woman rushed to the 
Stairs; the child fell and rolled to the edge 
of the porch. They were Mrs. Howard and: 
her son Willie. 

Dazed with fright the neighbors stood 
about and did nothing till a little boy 
Sprang over a fence and, running up the 
stairs, seized Olive Mohr, who was climb- 

‘ing the steps, screaming. He pulled her 
down and dragged her to a place of safety. 
This boy !s Davie Carrick, age 9, who lives 
at 2333 Menard street. 

.. His examplé was followed by two men, 
Max Gumpert, 2346 Menard street, and Hen- 
ry Surman, 2321 Menard street. They rushed 
up the stairs and dragged Mrs. Howard 
and Willie down. Other men ran up ard 
threw coats and pieces of cloth about the 
woman and boy, stifling the flames. 

Gumpert and Surman ran up the atairs’ 
again and found a baby on the porch, its 
clothing burned from the body. By this 
time the flames were roaring and firemen 
were shouting, as they ran the hose to the 
second floor. A spurt of water for a minute

A DARK ROOM. 


THE HATCHET MEN ARE ON HIS 
TRAIL. 


A BADLY FRIGHTENED CHINK. 


Claims That Andrew Foo Tried to Bribe 
Him and Threatened to 
Kill Him. 


The High Binders and the Christian 
Chinese are deep into the war. A .warrani, 
charging Andrew Foo, said to be leader of 
the High Binders, with attempted bribery, 
was applied for Friday. But Jeu Sue, the 
Christian Chinese missionary, whose life is 


not considerea worth cents, says he will 
not rest until all of his Heathen brethren are 
behind the bars. 

Early Friday morning Jeu Sue, with his 
interpreter, called at the Four Courts, and 
with Detective Lee Killian went to the Pub- 
lic Prosecutor’s Office. 

Jeu Sue told Col. Johnson of a mysterious 
and secret conference he had had in a dark 
room with the High Binders, in which he 
was offered money not to prosecute those 
High Binders who have been arrested for 
ambling, and was told that his refusal to 
eave town would mean an attack of the 
“hatchet men.”’ 

Some time ago Jeu Sue informed the po- 
lice of a fan-tan game and caused the arrest 
of seven gamblers, including Andrew Foo. 
The cases are still yee, tn Police Court. 
The day after the raid Jeu Sue was informed 
that. within two days he would pass “be- 
yond the big river.’ 

Jeu Seu says that he was walking along 
Eighth street Thursday afternoon when he 
met a Chink he supposed to be his friend. 

This acquaintance told him there was a 
meeting of the few Christian Chinese in a 
room back of a soup house in Hop Alley, 
and suggested that he accompany him 
there. 

They passed through a hallway that be- 
came darker as they progressed, and finally, 
when they came to a door in the dark, Jeu 
Sue hesitated, but his supposed friend 
pushed him violently and Jeu Seu fell head- 
long through the door into a room as 
black as night. 

When he got to his feet someone took 
hold of him from behind by hie arms and 
seated him in a chair. 

Several men were in the room. He could 
tell them by their voices. He recognized 
among them the voice of Andrew Foo. 

Jeu Seu says the latter placed in his 
hands what felt like paper money. Then 
said he, Foo says, ‘‘Theére’s $80. Now yot 
take that and get out of town. If you 
prosecute those cases you will be met by 
the Hatchet Men.’ 

They also told Jeu Sue that two of the 
Hatchet men had arrived already from 
Chicago, and more were on their way from 
San Francisco, and that the object of their 
coming was to effectually check any cru- 
sade started by the Christian Celestials. 

He was told that his body would be 
chopped {nto so many small pieces that no 
one could tell that he had once been a 
human being. 

Jeu Sue says he told them that he would 

accept the $80 and leave town at once, but 
that he really dropped the money on the 
floor in the dark and then left the place un- 
accompanied, 
The Hatchet Men are said to be the 
Chinamen who execute the decrees of death 
made by the High Binders. Jeu Sue says 
that the Hatchet Men are so secret that 
they are known only to a limited few of 
the High Binders, and that they seldom 
know each other, although they may work 
together to attain the same object. 

Jeu Sue says that thé work of High 
Binders is always executed by Hatchet 
Men who come from other cities, There are 
Hatchet Men in St. Louis, but they are 
said to be used to execute work outside 
of the city. 

Col. Johnson said he would take the mat- 
ter of issuing a warfant for attempted 
bribery under advisement.

PUNISHMENT OVERTAKES HIM. 


Two Charges of Embezzlement Hang- 
ing Over Frank M. Edwards. 


The last act of Col. Dick Johnson, As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney, before clos- 
ing his office Thursday evening, was to is- 
sue a warrant charging Frank M. Edwards 
with embezzling $250 from the Great West- 
ern Printing Co. 

The information was sworn to by Charlies 
L. Kratschmar, President of the company. 
The issuance of the warrant is simply to 
have a charge on which to hold him should 
he be liberated in Philadelphia, where he 
will be tried in‘'a few days on a similar 
charge. 

It will be recalled that Edwards came here 
with his wife, most estimable woman, 
their child and his father, at about the time 
the Great Western Printing Co. was reor- 
ganized. 

He had made arrangements to take charge 
of one of the Mg me neti for the Wood- 
ward & Tiernan Printing Co., but accepted 
the offer of the management of the Great 
Western. 

Two months ago he became infatuated 
with Ollie May, an inmate of a Chestnut 
street house, and for her deserted his wife, 
child and father and ran away with the 
woman to Chicago. The printing company 
avers that he took with him $290 of their 
money. 

In Chicago the woman left htm and he 
went East. In Washington he married 
another woman. He said he had seoured a 
divorce from his St. Louis wife, but the 
latter denied this, yet she declined to prose- 
cute him for bigamy, saying he would 
bring about his own punishment. 

Edwards and his new wife then went to 
Philadelphia and he became identified in a 
theatrical enterprise in which he had the 
handling of the money.

CAR STOPPED IN. 
TS OWN LENGTH, 


TEST OF A NEW BRAKE ON A 
| SCULLIN CAR. 


IT WAS A GREAT SUCCESS. 


John A. McGrath’s Invention Which 
Applies Brake Shoes to Both 
Rail and Truck. 


On the Tower Grove dvision of the Union 
Depot Electric line a test was made Thurs- 
day afternoon which may revolutionize the 
Street railway business. 

Representatives of nearly every line in St. 
Louis had ocular demonstration that a 
car could be stopped in its own length. 


Up to a very short time ago the state- 
Ment that this could be done would have 
been laughed to scorn by practical street 
railway men. | 

The startling achievement Thursday after- 
noon was made possible by a new brake, 
invented and perfected by John A. McGrath. 
Mr. McGrath is a poor man. He had no 
financial. backing to secure his invention 
recognition. He has worked against odds 
for.years,. but there is light in sight for 
him now, for if his invention bears out 
the promise it gave Thursday it will un- 
doubtedly be: placed in general use on street 
car lines. 

Mr. McGrath’s brake is different:in prin- 
ciple from all car stopping devices now in 
use, 

It is based on the action and resistance 
of a steel] coil under high pressure. 

In the ordinary shoé brake the pressure 
is conveyed from the handle to the shoe by 
means of a rigid steel rod. 

Mr. McGrath has discarded the rod and 
substituted a coil or helix of soft steel. This 
eoil is attached to the trucks just back of 
the wheel, the free end passing over the 
wheel and in front of it terminating in a 
shoe, which rests two inches above the 
track when the brake is not in use. 

The brake handle, used by the motorman 


is exactly like that now in use, but dts action 


on the brake is different. 

When the handle is turned the coil tight- 
ens. The contraction causes the free end of 
the coil to come in contact with the wheel.

The same movement brings the shoe at the 
end of the coil in contact with the track. 

Thus, with a-single turn of the handie 
on the platform both a wheel and a track 
brake are brought into operation. 

The motion caused by the sudden stop 
does not react on the machinery and the 
body of the car as in the ordinary brake, 
but is taken up and neutralized by the steel 
spring. This makes it possible to stop the 
cur within a short space without injury to 
the running gear or a shock to the passen- 
gers. 

The Union Depot Railroad Company has 
been Interested in Mr. McGrath’s invention 
for some time. It was applied to car 
of the Tower Grove line in their shops at 
Jefferson and Geyer avenues. Though car 
287 is ono of the best equipped on the line 
it has frequently failed to withstand the 
strain resulting from tests of patent brakes. 

A careful inspection after the trial trip 
with the McGrath brake on showed that the 
oo ag and running gear were unin- 
ured. 

The car left the shops at 3p. m. in charge 
of Motorman Caldwell and carrying repre- 
sentatives of several local lines. Another 
car, with ordinary brakes, preceded it with 
Vice-President Harry Scullin in charge. Mr. 
Scullin handled the motor levers himaself, 
and instructed Motorman Caldwell to follow 
his car a block away and stop when he 
stopped. 

The first test of the new brake was made 
at Arsenal street and Gustine avenue, just 
west of the south gate of Tower Grove Park 
on a steep down grade. 

Mr. Scullin applied his brake, and Caldwell 
followed suit. The car in front was stopped 
in a distance equal to three and one-half 
times its own length. 

Motorman Caldwell, with the new brake, 
stopped his car in twice its length. 

At January avenue, on a slight incline, 
the car was stopped in 1% times its length. 

On the return trip this feat was repeated 
in front of the Female Hospital. 

The last stop was made at Kineg’s high- 
Way .and Arsengl street. Vice-President 
Scullin had instructed Caldwell to stop the 
car with the rear step opposite the cross- 
ing. The track is level at that point, and 
car 287 was going at a rapid rate when it 
approached the crossing. Motorman Cald- 
well put all his strength .on the brake 
handle. The result was surprising, for the 
car stopped with the front instead of the 
rear step opposite the crossing. Measure- 
ments showed that the car had been 
stopped in exactly its own length. There 
was no jarring. The coil had taken up the 
slack beautifully. 

It was an achievement never before ac- 
complished, and the officials on the car 
were loud in their praise of the brake on 
the return trip to the sheds. 

The practical value as a life saver of a 
brake which wil] stop a car in its own 
length is inestimable. 

If a stop within that distance could be 
made with precision the new brake would 
be a hundredfold more effective than any 
fender now in use. 

Mr. McGrath igs jubilant over the success 
of his invention. e holds the patents cov- 
ering and believes that after years of 
work he is in a fair way to reap the fruit 
of his toil. 

Union Depot officials are highly pleased 
with the brake. Further tests will be made. 
If they are as successful] as the one made 
Thursday the brake will be put on all of the 
company’s cars. 

An interesting test of the brake along an- 
other line was made in front of the shed 
after the trip. 

An effort was made to determine how 
far the brake could be made to take the 
place of the fenders now in use. The test 
showed that it was impossible for the 
smallest object to pass under the wheels of 
a car fitted with the brake. 

A railroad tie was placed on the track, 
and the car headed for it full speed. The 
motorman applied the brake. the track shoe 
dropped and the tle was thrown from the 
track. This test was made repeatedly. 

Smaller objects were placed on the track, 
and it was found’ impossible to run over 
them. A toothpick was placed on the rail 
and several attempts made to run over it, 
but each time the track shoe pushed it from 
the track before the wheel reached it.

A BIG CHORUS 


NEW HANDEL. AND HAYDN S0- 
CIETY PROJECTED. 


PROF. EIMER TO CONDUCT IT. 


Promoters Say the Chorus Will Be Re- 
cruited Principally From the 
German Singing Societies. 


A new musical organization, to become a 
part of social life of St. Louis, is projected. 

The organization is in no sense antagonis- 
tic to the Choral Symphony Society. It is 
the intention to organize the music-loving 
young folks into a vocal organization, to be 
known ag the Handel and Haydn Society. 
The promoters held a meeting at the Plant- 
ers’ Hotel Thursday evening. Arthur 
Thiebes, the Olive street music publisher, 
was one of the men interested. He had 
others. They felt that the time was ripe 


for a new musical organization, and they 
had Prof. A. C. Eimer, late conductor’ of 
the Handel and Haydn Society, and the 
Idederkranz Society of San Francisco, to 
help suggest the possibilities: 

Prof, Eimer has won great fame on the 
Pacific coast as an organizer and trainer of 

ocal clroruses. Prof. Eimer has recently 
located fn St. Louis, and has attracted the 
attention of old San Franciscans, who are 
now residents of St. Louis. Their purpose 
is to give Eimer a chance to do what he did 
in the. City of the Golden Gate. 

' Mr. Thiebes, the Olive street publisher, ex- 
plained more in detail. He said: 

‘The Planters’ Hotel meeting was to give 
geome an opportunity to meet Prof. Eimer. 

e think in St. Louis there Is an opportu- 
nity to organize a splendid vocal society. 
We nave 90,000 German voices in this town, 
and out of‘that we would like to recruit 
a@ great chorus, of all the way from 200 
to 1,000. which can be done under proper 
leadership. We think we have the leader.” 

Mr. Thiebes was appointed Temporary 
Chairman of the organization. 

‘“‘All who think they can sing, are invited 
? come forward and become charter mem- 

ers.”’ 

‘‘All who think they can sing?’ queried 
the reporter. 
coors l, all who can. We shall determine 
that.’’ 

Mr. Thiebes repeated that the organiza- 
tion to be known as the “St. Louis Handel 
and Haydn” was purely a volunteer or- 
ganization. ‘‘We have no money to make, 
no axes to grind, no revenges to gratify 
and no antagonisms of any kind. We want 
to organize a vocal society which shall be 
a credit to this great city.” 

Apropos of Mr. Thiebes’ new movement, 
there is another big choral organization in 
contemplation. It is to be recruited from 
the Roman Catholic church choirs. The 
church has had the benefit of the greatest 
works of the music masters, yet works of 
this class have been excluded by the Choral 
Symphony Society programmes, or, when 
given, have been robbed by excisions of 
their unity of purpose. To give this class 
of works and notably to secure a rendition 
of Iinel’s “‘Franciscus,’’ the greatest ora- 
torio of the century, prominent catholic 
musicians have been agitating a church 
choir chorus. It is argued that the practice 
would have an elevating impression on 
choir work throughout the city. If Arch- 
bishop Kain and the secular clergy can 
be persuaded to give the movement their 
approbation and co-operation the organiza- 
tion will be perfected early in September,

Roasting the “‘Allopaths.” 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch.

Stephens does not need 
to set the two systems (if the heteroge- 
neous methods of the allopaths can be 
called ‘‘a system” at all) to pummeling 
each other in order to have ample defense 
for the action he has taken which so pro- 
vokes the futile obloquy of the ‘‘regulars.”’

Says Prof. E. R. Peaslee, M. ., of the 
New York Medical College: “‘The adminis- 
tration of powerful medicines is the mo~t 
fruitful cause of derangements of the di- 
gestion.”’ 

Says Prof. H. G. Cox, M. D., of the same 
school: “The fewer remedies you employ 
in any disease, the better for your pa- 


tients. 
Says Prof. E. H. Davis, M. D., of the 
operandi of 


same school: ‘The modus 
medicines is still a very obscure subject. 
We know that they operate, but exactly 
how they operate is entirely unknown.”’ 

Says Prof. J. W. Carson, M. D., of the 
New York University Medical School: ‘‘We 
do not know whether our patients recover 
because we give them medicines, or be- 
cause nature cures them.”’ 

Says Prof. E. S. Carr of the same school: 
“All drugs are more or less adulterated; 
and as not more than one physician in a 
hundred has sufficient unowled#e in chem- 
istry to detect impurities, the physictan 
seldom knows just how much of a remedy 
he is prescribing.”’ 

It is stated as a fact that when Harvey 
discovered the circulation of the blood, he 
knew so well the inveterate prejudice of the 
profession and its blind adherence to Its 
dogmas, that for many years he did not 
dare to publish his discovery to the world. 
When the did announce it, some ten years 
after he had completely demonstrated its 
truth, he was reviled and persecuted by 
his medical brethren; and it is recorded tn 
medical history that not a single physician 
over 40 years of age acknowledged the truth 
of his discovery. These, however, are gen- 
eral statements. The attention of the 
medicos who are denouncing Gov. Stephens 
is called to the following quotations from 
some of the leading Iights of their pro- 
fession whom they are at liberty to an- 
tagonize in thelr own terms {f they choose:

A CUMBERSOME SYSTEM. 


Fire Department Glad to Be Rid of 
the Impeding Style of 
Alarms. 


Many of the old-fashioned people, who are 
familiar with the progress and develop- 
ment of St. Louis since the city limits were 
at Seventeenth street, are wondering why 
the city fire bells do not ring. A number 
have even gone so far as to make public 
complaint about it and receive no answer. 

These Gitizens ought to be satisfied with 
the explanation that there are no fire bells, 
but they are not that kind of citizens. They 


persist in ei pigrnett g | that until very re- 
cently fire bells could be nightly heard toll- 
ing out the alarm numbers, and that the 
ancient custom of setting one’s watch by 
the 9 o’clock gong and going to bed imme- 
diately thereafter had been sedulously main- 
a until at least the year of our Lord 

896. 

But iconoclasts have seized hold of this 
old French town and wiped away every 
vestige of long-established rights, privileges 
and pleasures, except the ao “wr of time- 
pieces by the sun-dial in Court-house 
square, which yet remains, a veritable “‘last 
of the Mohicans.”’ 

Maj. Hilgendorf, assistant superintendent 
of the Fire Alarm, holds the key to the fire 
bell mystery, but he gave it up quietly, on 
request of a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“The bells have disappeared,” said Maj. 
Hilgendorf, ‘‘because they were found to be 
a useless and cumbersome appendage to 
the alarm telegraph service. It is gener- 
ally known the paid fire department began 
in 1857. One year later we instituted the 
system of signals by bells, being the first 
city in this country to begin it. he origin 
of it is due to the fact that in those days 
everybody ran to fires and personally as- 
sisted in extinguishing the flames and res- 
cuing lives. This was particularly true of 
the old volunteers corps, which insisted 
on being notified by an alarm whenever a 
fire was on. Thus the bells were intro- 
duced, the number increasing until last 
year we had eleven of them. 

“Most people think there was & bell at 
every engine house. and that the ringing 
was stopped from sheer cussedness on the 
part of the service. As a matter of fact 
the suppression of the bells was for the 
benefit of quicker service of the fire depart- 


ent. 

OST he eleven bells were located oy come 
houses Nos. 3, 7, 16, 19, 4, , 28, ‘ 
stated in the order of districts. They were 
enormous things, with a hammer two feet 
long attached to a small wire. It required 
from four to five seconds to strike a blow 
with the hammer, and when you consider 
there are 823 fire alarms you can judge the 
extent of repairs necessary every day, 
which were mainly caused by the bells. The

NEW SCHOOL BOARD TO MAKE 
FEW CHANGES, 


SECRETARY PLAYER IS. SAFE. 


Attorney Stark and Architect Kirchner 
Are Slated for Immediate 
Decapitation. 


Two of the salaried officers of the Board 
of Education are to be removed when the 
new directors get into the saddle, The 
others are to be retained. 

That is the outlook so far as discussion 
has progressed since Tuesday’s election. 
Nothing has been determined upon, though, 
by the new board. 

The two officers said to be slated for in- 
mediate removal are School Board Attorney 
Charles B. Stark and School Architect A. 
H. Kirchner. 


The office) held by Mr. Kirchner is 
abolished by the new school law. In its 
place ie created the office of Suerintendent 
of School Buildings. It is stated with con- 
siderable confidence that Mr. Kirchner will 
go out with the office. 

Numerous candidates for the two expected 
vacancies have already started to work. 
Others have also come forward for the posi- 
tion, in which it is presumed no change will 
be made. 

William B, Ittner, architect, with offices 
in the Union Trust building, appears so far 
to have the lead in the race for the office 
of Superintendent of School Buildings. He 
was spoken of as a candidate for the Board 
of Education before the Filley-Woodward 
slate was agreed upon. He is a Republican, 
and stands high in his profession. He has 
~ i arse of the Civic Federation back 
° m, 

The removal of Architect Kirchen will 
carry with it that of his subordinates, who 
are Assistant Superintendent of Construc- 
tion John Kelly, James F’. Sprague, drafts- 
man, and 8. H. Geisel, clerk. 

Under ‘the new law a Chief Engineer will 
be employed, who will be under the Super- 
intendent of School Buildings. A sugges- 
tion is being considered, it is stated, to re- 
quire a competitive examination for ap- 
pointment to this position. 

Lawyer William A. Alderson is being 
urged by members of the Civic Federation 
for the position of School Board Attorney 
to succeed Lawyer Stark. His friends argue 
that considerable work was done by A 
Alderson in the framing of the Civic Fede- 
ration school law and that it was at his 
suggestion that it was amplified from the 
ori inal skeleton into the present law, which 
cals for a complete change in School Board 
matters. He also worked hard for it at Jef- 
ferson City. Mr. Alderson is a Democrat 
while the majority of the board are Repub- 
licans.
